YOKK, Oct. 1— It Is a little 
less than two hundred years ago that 
William Hogarth, an English painter. 
gave to the world a series of wonder- 
ful pictures which awakened old Eng- 
land to a sense of Its debauchery and 
crime, startling not only England but 
all the civilized nations of the world 
from its depth of degradation. Mil- 
lions of people at 
the time stood 
around these wonderful pieces of can- 
vas where a story was told that will 
never be forgotten and which left its 
impress upon the age and body of the 
time. In this world of ours all things 
are bouna to wear out, .or seeming to 
wear out, but within aome mighty 
secret which was burled ia the earth 
and went through a process of decay. 
it sprung forth witn a new life, or 
even within the little giain of mus- 
tard seed is a proof that life eternal 
can n»ver die. William Hogarth felt 
a spirit stirring within him like that 
which moved the apostles and sooth- 
sayers of old. Tbe metisage came from 
his Master, the King of kings and the 
Lord of lords- It must be given to 
the wicked *orld or the prophet him- 
self would perish. On these canvasses 
was that which men bad been seeking 
for ages. He listened and went forth 
proclaiming the truth which every 
man from the equator to the poles 
could understand and which is as 
bright and clear today as it -was to a 
sinful world over two hundred years 
ago. 


It was on a quiet, Sunday evening 
when the bells were summoning sin- 
ners and saints alike to their places of 
worship that an ill-clad man and of 
no remarkable presence started out 
from his humble home to seek some 
better place ot rest, for in his studio 
there was no peace, no rest ;f or he bad 
not yet proclaimed the truth which 
for day and night, in the summer's 
heat and the winter's cold command 
him to go forth and give to the world 
the message or a now evantrcj^ ne

silent street as he listened to the lewd

Though hardly a stone's 
throw from police headquarters, he 
was protected by the entire force of 
his particular district.

After 
prolonged discussion an ordinance was 
passed granting the company a fran- 
chise on the basis of 15 cents per thou- 
sand. 
The company demanded 25 
cents per thousand with a rebate of 20 
per cent for prompt yield and at 12:30

Their power is a gas 
engine, and without gas they were 
powerless.

The company's franchise in Cam- 
bridge expired 
recently. 
Monday 
evening the city council met to con- 
sider the matter of a renewal. 
After 


prolonged discussion an ordinance was 
passed granting the company a f ran- 
chiseoQ the basis of 15 cents per thou- 
sand. 
The company demanded 25 
cents per thousand with a rebate of 20 
per cent for prompt yield and at 12:30 
o'clock Monday night the gas was 
turned c-ff. 


Cambridge was in an unpleasant 
predicament Tuesday. AH the larjje 
factories and nearly all of the homes 
of the city are piped with natural gas 
and in a great many cases no other 
provision is made for heating. There 
were many cold meals eaten in Cam- 
bridge as a consequence Tuesday. 
The issue is plainly drawn. The 
council claims that it will settle on 
nothing sa»e a. 15 cent basis, and the 
company declares that until tbe net 
20 cent rate is agreed to, no gas will 
be supplied.

Belief Expressed That the Agreement 


Will Go Far Toward Rendering the 
Morgan Enterprise a More Risky 
Speculation—fleet to Be at the Dis- 
posal of the Government. 


London, Oct. 1_ — The directors of 


the Cunard Steamship company sent 
a letter to the shareholders setting 
forth the terms of the proposed sub- 
sidy. It will include payment by the 
government of $750,000 annually, the 
company to build two large, fast 
steamers for the Atlantic trade. The 
agreement will remain in force 20 
years after the completion of the sec- 
ond steamer. The company is to re- 
main a British concern and an under- 
taking is to be given not to unduly 
raise freight rates. The assistance 
which the government under this ar- 
rangement renders the Cunard Steam- 
ship company is designed for the ex- 
press purpose of meeting the altera- 
tion in conditions of transatlantic 
travel caused by the formation of the 
Morgan shipping combine. During the 
continuance of this agreement the Cu- 
nard company will bold its entire 
fleet, including 
any new vessels 


which it builds, at tbe disposal of the 
government. 


The Cunard arrangements 
meet 


with the warmest approval both in 
Liverpool and London, and Baron In- 
verclyde, chairman of the company, 
who is credited with having been 
throughout resolute in resisting the 
policy of absorption by the Morgan 
combine, is the recipient of a shower 
of congratulations for having secured 
an unexpectedly favorable agreement 
with the government- Similar praises 
are liberally bestowed upon the gov- 
ernment for its effective manner of 
meeting the 
Morgan 
combination. 


These feelings are expressed in all 
newspapers, and editorial articles on 
the subject, even in papers which 
have been most determined against! 
the principle of subsidy, agree that in ' 
the present case a subsidy is justified, 


The Standard says: "The Canard 


agreement will go far to render Mr. 
Morgan's bargain a more risky spec- 
ulation. We can almost feel grateful 
to the promoters of this inflated trust 
since we owe it to their enterprise 
that the strength of our navy will be 
substantially augmented." 


Stage Coach Held Up. 


Middletown, N. Y., Oct. L—The 


stage coach "Pioneer," which makes 
daily trips between Warwick and 
Gosben, was held np and robbed by 
three masked horsemen. 
The coach 


was bowling along the road two miles 
from Florida, and at a lonely spot on 
the road Clinton and Horatio S. Wls- 
ner, 
who own the coach and were on 


it, saw three men on horses suddenly 
emerge from the dense woods which 
line the highway. Clinton was driv- 
ing. The robbers ordered him to pall 
•9 hi* hones, which he refined to do. 


and the highwaymen opened fire with 
revolvers. 
None of tbe shots took 


effect, but the shooting had the effect 
of compelling the whip to bring his 
horses to a stop. Inside the coach 
were Mrs. J. A. Chamberlain, Mrs. 
Fred Webster, Mrs. James Fuller, 
Mrs. Hart. Mrs. Ed Johnson of Flor- 
ida. While two of the highwaymen 
covered the Wiener brothers witn 
their revolvers, the third, using many 
threats, compelled the passengers to 
give up all their money and valuables.

Columbus. O, Oct. 1.—The senate 


passed the amended Nash code with 
the judicial sections eliminated. These 
sections will come to a vote late to- 
day. 
The house passed the curative 


act. to make valid the franchise of the 
Cincinnati Street Hallway company. A 
compromise amendment on the Besl 
law was adopted by tbe senate. The 
house voted down a similar amend- 
ment. 


The house reversed the action of 


Che special committee on the proposi- 
tion to Insert the curative amendment 
in the municipal code, and by a vote 
of 55 to 34 attached the curative sec- 
tion to the measure. Tbe proposition 
precipitated spirited debate. Mr. com- 
ings at once moved to reconsider, say- 
ing that he did so for the purpose of 
having it voted down and the matter 
clinched. The roll was called and 32 
voted for reconsideration and 54 
against it_ 


The following Democrats voted for 


the Insertion of the franchise amend- 
ment into tbe code: Messrs. Clyburn 
of 
Highland, Collier of Ashland- 


Holmes. Earhart of Rlchland. Gear of 
Wyandot, Gehrett of Henry, Parting- 
ton of Stelby, Sharp of Fairneld, 
Wells of Wayne. The Republicans 
who voted against it are: Messrs. 
Chapman of Montgomery, Cole of 
Hancock, Demuth and Penman of Ln- 
cas, Hagenbuch of Champaign, Hypes 
of Clark, Kimball of Geauga-Lake, 
Manck of Lawrence, Painter of Wood 
and Willis of Hardin. 


Code Passed. 


Tfce code came to a vote in the sen- 


ate and passed by a strict party vote, 
every Republican senator voting for 
it. The proposition of Senator Decker 
of Paulding to strike from the code 
all reference to the so-called curative 
act precipitated a volume of discus- 
sion at the opening of the session- 
Senator Bx>yer of Seneca county spoke 
on his amendment to substitute the 
Okey-Royer-York code for the Nash 
code. The Royer amendment was de- 
feated by a vote of 21 Republican 
nays to 12 Democratic yeas. 


Senator 
Longworth of Hamilton 


then offered an amendment cutting 
out of the code the provisions relating 
to police courts. He did this so that 
the Nash bill could be passed without 
a two-thirds vote. The Longworth 
amendment was carried by a party 
vote. The previous question was then 
demanded by Senator Patterson, the 
motion carried, and the amended code 
was passed by a strict party vote. 


The senate had a lively fight over 


the proposition to incorporate in the 
code some reference to the Beal local 
option law and provisions giving coun- 
cils authority to regulate the sale of 
intoxicating liquors as a beverage, as 
well as to regulate the saloons them- 
selves. Senator Harding, 
however, 


ended debate by offering an amend- 
ment (which was adopted) that pro- 
vided that councils shall have power 
"to regulate ale, beer and porter 
houses and shops and the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors as beverages, but 
nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to alter, repeal, amend or in 
any way affect the Beal local option 
law." 


Mayor Jones' Appeal. 


Toledo. Oct. 1.—Mayor Samuel M. 


Jones issued a proclamation calling 
upon the people of Toledo to assemble 
in mass meeting at Memorial hall 
here Thursday night to take some 
action on the coal strike situation.
